BUT FEARS ROOSEVELT 


Calls Him Able, Strong, Cour- 
ageous, and a Patriot. 


1S WORRIED ABOUT CANADA 


| Refers in a Speech to the President’s 
Desire for Closer Relations with 
the Dominion. 


LONDON, April 12.—Joseph Chamber- 
lain, presiding at the annual meeting of 


the Liberal Unionist Club in London this | 


afternoon, strongly supported the sugges- 
tion of an Anglo-Japanese defensive al- 
liance. He said he believed 
mutual defensive understanding between 
Japan and Great Britain would secure for 
an indefinite time peace in the Far East 
and give both Japan and Great Britain 
security in their possessions. 

In the course of his speech Mr. Cham- 
berlain spoke at length on fiscal matters 
and the necessity for Great Britain to 
adopt a system whereby she could retali- 
ate against discrimination and enter into 
closer commercial bonds with the col- 
onies, 

“At the present moment,"’ he said, 
“the President of the United States is 
one of the ablest, one of the strongest, 
and one of the most courageous men who 
ever sat in the Presidential chair. He is 
a patriot, and he has openly declared 
that one of his great objects and desires 
is to connect the United States more 
| closely with our Dominion of Canada by 
| reciprocity. 

“I do not know what success he may 
have with his countrymen, but certainly 
they are in a position to offer very fa- 
vorable terms to the Dominion. If we re- 
ject the idea of cOnsidering a similar 
proposition made to us, is it too much to 
expect that Canada may turn in another

One result of the conference, as stated 
by a participant in it, will be the estab- 
lishment of a flat rate on traffic across 
the Isthmus on the railroad. This de- 
cision is without heed to the threat of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company to with- 
draw its steamers on the Pacific Coast if 
a preferential rate be not given to ships 
built in this country. There will be a flat 
rate for everybody. 

The aim, so far as the policy for the 
road is concerned, will be, first, to utilize 
the road to best advantage in the con- 
struction of the canal; second, to adapt 
the management to the commercial ne- 
cessities of the world, or, in the language 
of Secretary Taft, to establish the open 
door on the Isthmus, and third, to earn 
the fixed charges and pay interest on the 
$7,000,000 that the Government: has paid 
out, on account of the road. 

It is believed that there will be a big re- 
duction of rates. For instance, as illus- 
trating the present situation, which is to 
be remedied: On coffee bound for New 
York from Pacific ports in Central Amer- 
ica the rate is $12 a ton, of which the rail- 
road company gets $6, and on certain 
grades $8 On coffees bound fur Liver- 
pool the through rate,is $15 a ton, and of 
this the railroad company gets $8. Elim- 
inating. the expenditures on the New York 
office of the railroad company and all 
fixed charges the actual cost of trans- 
portation across the Isthmus, from the ob- 
servation of Chief Engineer Wallace, is 
not over $1.50 a ton.

Mr. Sefton either was a very unwilling 
witness or else displayed such remark- 
able ignorance of the concern with which 


he had been connected for nearly twenty ! 


years that Charles E. Hughes, senior 
counsel of the committee, took occasion to 
ask him what salary he was drawing. It 
was shown, however, that the Consoli- 
dated Subway Company had not even had 
control of its own books from 1890 until 
three years ago, when they were replev- 
ined from the New York Telephone Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Sefton, when called to the stand, 
said he had been stenographer to the 
Board of Electrical Control under Mayor 
Hugh J. Grant, and had been promoted 
from that position io the one he now holds 


after the first contract had been made | 
between that board and the newly organ- 


ized Consolidated Subway Company. That 
was in July, 1886. 

Mr. Hughes began by reading in evi- 
dence the agreement with the board. This 
provided that not less than $3,000,000 
should be invested in the enterprise. There 
Was a clause providing that no payment 
should be ‘nade to the city until 10 per 
cent. per annum had been earned on the 


capital invested, and that after this time | 


one-third of the excess should go into the 
city treasury. 


STARTED ON $40,000. 


Mr. Sefton admitted that the company 
had gone into business with only $40,000, 
‘obtained from the sale of 400 shares of 
capital stock. The total stock issue had 
been $1,875,000. Of this $732,000 had gone 
to pay for some patents. All these pa- 
tents, witness was compelled to admit, 
have long ago expired, but are still car- 
Tied as assets on the company’s books.

Sinking Fund Commissioners Take No 
Action, but Mr. Fornes Says New 
Arrangement Must Be Made. 


Several speakers appeared before the 
Commissionérs of the Sinking Fund yes- 
terday to urge the city to acquire the 
South Brooklyn ferry plant and operate 


to Thirty-ninth Street, Brooklyn. 

At the same meeting a report was re- 
ceived from Charles S. Hervey of the 
investigating division of the Finance De- 
partment, which verified the claim of the 
Union Ferry Company that it is operating 
its service to Brooklyn at a loss. Mr. 
Hervey recommends that if the company 
is to continue after May 1 the city ought 
to forego its fixed rental and take the 
earnings of the company, less interest on 
the bonded debt, 6 per cent. dividend on 
the stock and the necessary charges for 
taxes, repairs, and expenses. 

Those who spoke in favor of the plan 
for municipal operation of the Thirty- 
ninth Street Ferry were William C. 
De Witt, Henry Herbert, J. Edward 
Swanstrom, Alexander Smith of the Mari- 
time Exchange; G. L. Du Val of the Mer- 
chants’ Association; William C. Redfield, 
President of the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion; William Hinman, L. B. Seaver of 
the West End Board of Trade of Brook- 
lyn, and C. C. Shayne.. They argued that 
the people of South Brooklyn were en- 
titled to better transportation facilities 
than they now have, and that the pres- 
ent managers could not give adequate 
service. No action was taken by the 
commission. 

After this hearing Mr. Hervey’s report 
on the Union Ferry Company was read. 
The report hinges chiefly on the advisa- 
bility of the city allowing the company to 
operate the plant for a year from the 
coming May. Mr. Hervey points out that 
under a decision rendered in 1892 the 
company had to pay the city 7% per cent. 
of its gross rectipts. A contract was

SHORTER SCHOOL DAY 
SIDETRACKED BY BOARD 


Protests Referred to a Hostile| 
Committee. 


SMALL CHANCE FOR PLAN 


Many Organizations, Civic and Educa- 
tional, Petition Board to Retain Five- 
Hour Day In First-Year Classes. 


The opposition of parents, settlement 
workers, and teachers to the proposed 
shorter day plan apparently has removed 
the prospect of its ever going into effect. 
Protests from a score of organizations 
were presented to the Board of Education 
at its meeting yesterday ,and were re- 
ferred by the Educational Commissioners 
to the Committee on Elementary Schools. 

Thjs committee already has placed it- 
self on record as being opposed to the 
shorter day, and several of the Commis- 
sioners said after the meeting that the 
action of the board in referring the pro- 
tests to the Elementary Schools Commit- 
tee was. conclusive evidence of a change 
in sentiment. - | 

The associations protesting against 
Commissioner Stern’s plan to shorten the 
regular five-hour day in first-year classes 
to three and one-half hours are as fol- 
lows: ,

Home, Child Labor Committee, Work- 
ers’ Club; .Association of Neighbor- 
hood Workers, Order of Rathbone Sis- 
ters, Philemon Literary Club, Male 
Principals’.

Fifty-four Horses and Thousands of 
Tons of Hay in Danger. 


Big locomotives and nearly threescore

It was the fierceness of the fencing

opening bout. The foils flashed fast, but 
without any show of spirit until on Gellas 
claiming touché, Gouspy loudly cried: 
“Non! Non! Passe!'' Fiercely Gellas 
went to the attack again. When the time 
ot the bout was up, Dr. B. W. Bierbauer 
of the Crescent Athletic Club, who acted 
as referee, had to recall Gellas to the fact, 
for the latter was bent on .continuing. 
Later Gouspy and Vauthier engaged in a 
bout which made the first one appear 
tame in comparison. Twice each broke 
his foil against the other, and at the last 
Vauthier threw his to the floor in disgust. 

Lieut. Honeycutt of Fort Hamilton, who 
was the best fencer at West Point last 
year, made the best impression for his 
dashing swordplay as an amateur. He 
met Prof. J. Buttner, assistant instructor 
at the Crescent Athletic Club; Charles 
Tatham, the amateur ex-champion of the 
New York Feacers Club, and Charles E. 
Goodhue of the New York Athletic Club. 
The former West Pointer possessed a 
strong wrist and a long reach., His poise 
was easy, and when he-sent the point of 
his foil flashing toward his opponent he 
seemed like a serpent uncoiling and strik- 
ing with its fangs. It was rather easy for 
Lieut. Honeycutt to break down the guard 
of his opponents, and he scored the ma- 
jority of his bouts. 

The bout which engaged the ex-cham- 
pion, Tatham. and Lieut. Honeycutt was 








the best of those in which amateurs met. 
Tatham was wary, and by cleverly step- 
ping back he avoided many of his op- 
ponent’s thrusts. Lieut. Honeycutt pink- 
ed him often, however, receiving several 
in return from Tatham.

The lobster 
jis a most enticing’ viand, when prop- 
erly cooked, and especially when lubri- 
cated with a discreetly compounded 
mayonnaise; ~ but. his food value is re]- 
atively small, he resists digestion with | 
pertinacity, and unless very fresh and 
in perfect condition lends himself to 
\the generation of ptomaines and other 
toxical compounds which raise vast dis- 
turbance in the human organization. 
For some occult reason, and through 
| no fault of his own, the lobster is as- 
sociated with dietetic indiscretions. He 
is commonly eaten when the eater does 
|not need food and.would be better with- 
out it. He is usually associated in the 
effort at assimilation with. incongruous 
preparations having milk or alcohol, 
or both, for.a. basis, and with which 
his components have a. feud of such 
long standing that it will end only 
with his own extinction. He is tradi- 
tionally, the enemy of the simple life, 
and stands for. more. or less riotous 
living—a fact-which places him in an- 
tagonism to all efforts to- increase the 
average of longevity.

victuals to remember when the aver- 
age lobster of the market was a formid- 
able monster with great claws and a 
tail ten or twelve inches long. Speci- 
mens weighing twelve to fourteen 
pounds were not infrequent, and the 
housewife of the fifties would not ac- 
|cept delivery from her fishmonger. if 
he sent lobsters weighing less than two 
pounds. Now we must be content with 
lobsters six or seven inches long, weigh- 
ing half a pound, or just over the legal 
limit, and yielding a mere fragment of 
meat to the exploring fork. In another 
five years the average lobster will be 
distinguishable from the shrimp only 
}on close examination. Five years later 
he will take his place among the mi- 
crobes, and then we shall remember him 
only as one of the queer things our an- 
cestors are said to have eaten when 
hard pressed for food. This is very 
sad, of course, but the grief it warrants 
is tempered by the reflection that there 
are really few items of our food supply 
which could be spared with equal ad- 
vantage to the public health and to 
the purses of the impecunious. Meas- 
ures to conserve him would not make 
for good, however much it might re- 
joice the epicures of the next genera- 
tion to know that we had practiced 
self-denial that they might have the 
means of hurtful self-indulgence. In 
these matters nature is probably wiser 
than man. 





The decision of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral to charge regular rates of postage 
on the numerous forms of merchandise 
sent out by newspaper publishers as 
inducements to subscribers is perfectly 
proper, and will, we are confident, be 
approved even by those who have here- 
tofore derived some benefit from the 
rule that. is now to be changed. The 
low rates at which the newspapers 
themselves are carried in the mails 
were originally granted by Congress in 
the interest of general education and 
the freest communication between the 
different parts of the country. Such 
aid is no longer needed in anything 
like the same degree as in the early 
times from which the practice dates, 
and it is clear that the favor—it is noth- 
ing but a favor—should carefully be 
limited to ‘its original purpose. The 
tendency to put off on the Treasury 
all sorts of expense in the prosecution 
of private business is very pronounced 
in these days, and the journals which 
usually profess the function of criti- 
cism of the conduct of public affairs 
should not seek or consent to share in 
the advantages of that abuse. 

We do not think thrt Secretary SHAW 
is quite justified in his defense of the 
drawback on imported hard wheat from 
Canada. Since that drawback was al- 
lowed it is true that the price of Amer- 
ican hard wheat has. declined several 
cents a bushel. Mr. SHaw denies that 
this is due to the drawback. Perhaps 
it is not, but it may be, and if it be 
there is nothing to regret about it. The 
avowed object of the drawback was to 
promote exports of American-made 
flour, and that is the plain effect of 
a reduction in the price of wheat, 
whether it comes from the United States 
or from Canada. Probably the de- 
cline is due to other causes, but cheap 
raw material is an advantage to ex- 
porting manufacturers, whatever the 
cause. Mr. SHaw has made a modest 
venture into the region of sensible 
economics, and he has no occasion to 
be ashamed of it. It exposes the whole 
theory of protection to criticism, but 
he cannot help that by denying it. 


A “neighborhood quarrel in one of 
our uptown residential streets has 
grown out of the sufficient cause of a 
continuing plague of hand organs. An 
estimable lady with sundry children 
discovered that these children were 
amused and entertained by the music 
of hand organs. Without stopping to 
consider whether this taste was not 
an evidence of, degeneracy, to be re- 
sisted by surrounding them with good 
and refining influences, she elected to 
gratify’ them with hand-organ music. 
One with a proper degree of regard for 
the neighbors would have bought a 
hand organ, installed it in a room 
with deadened walls, and let the chil- 
dren play it until their vitiated taste 
was satiated. Not so the disturber of 
the public peace in ‘question. To en- 
courage the visits of organ grinders she 
began by giving them quarters and half 
dollars with prodigal liberality. The 
result was what might have been ex- 
pected. This neighborhood became the 
focal point of barrel organ-ization, so 
to speak. The organist who secured the 
stand first in the morning played until 
he’ had worn out his welcome, and then 
gave place to another. Meanwhile 
every street in sight held its reserve 
of barrel and piano organists watch- 
ing for a vacancy in the confident ex- 
pectation of liberal remuneration for 
amusing the children. But there were 
neighbors either without children to be 
amused or with different ideas of what 
was good for them, They have ap- 
pealed to the police to drive away these 
purveyors of perfunctory harmony, and 
one, a minister, has taken measures to 


protect his congregation.

right that, for the present at least, we're 
not going to worry or retract. MAETER- 
LINCK wrote not long ago a most able, in- 
genious, and charming essay on “ Our 
Friend the Dog,’ and remembrance of his 
arguments—they were rather the obser- 
vations and intuitions of a poet—made us 
admit the dog as a dubjous exception to 
the goneral rule. It was not really neces- 
Sary to do so. In the first place, the dog, 
as we know him, is a human manufacture, 
rather than an animal; and, in the second, 
in judging even him there {ts endless op- 
portunity to make the lamentably com- 
mon mistake of assuming that because 
in certain circumstances, he does what we 
would do, he does it from the same mo- 
tives that would prompt our action. Thus, 
in numberless instances, the dog “ de- 
fends "’ his master's life or property, and, 
when he suffers injury or death while so 
engaged, it is as easy as it:is in ‘all 
rrobability erroneous to credit him with 
self-sacrificing devotion. There is, how- 
ever, much more than excuse for believ- 
ing that what the dog does in thése cases 
is to attack one whom he regards:as his 
own personal enemy and that: he has no 
thought whatever for the master's: inter- 
est. But while there are some difficulties 
in the way of denying to the dog the.po- 
tentiality of friendship for man, these 
almost disappear in the case of. cats, 
reach the vanishing point with horses, and 
after that the talk of any such feeling: is 
merest nonsense. Practically all. animals 
will learn to tolerate the man who feeds 
them, and many will give’'the semblance of 
affection that always lies in a demand for 
food that trusts to persuasion rather than 
to force for success. But all that counts 
for nothing in this controversy;.or, at 
any rate, it counts for as little as does 
self-interest in the formation of human 
friendships. The whole fallacy of animal 
friendship rests on the tendency to credit 
an animal with “ giving ’”’ us the desirable 
things—meat, wool, work, and the like— 
that we ruthlessly take from them much 
against their inclinations, and people who 
cannot find any better reason for kind- 
| ness to cows, sheep, and horses than that 
they are our “ friends ”’ will have to put 
up with a very poor one.

E that the work is good or that the 
work is needed. Its beneficiaries, belong- 
ing as they do to a profession of which 
the rewards, while often great, are al- 
ways precarious, receive from it in mo- 
ments of serious or desperate need assist- 
ance from which the sting and humilia- 
tion of charity is wholly eliminated, and 
the existence of the fund jis so obviousiv 
and legitimately to their advantage that 
there is no wonder their somewhat cold 
and infrequently manifested interest in its 
maintenance and enlargement is in many 
quarters productive of reproachful sur- 
prise. The actors, however, are a very 
human people, and the motives of their 
conduct are as rarely mysterious as they 
are reprehensible, Certainly it is not lack 
jor generosity, of sympathy for the mis- 
fortunes of their colleagues, that causes 
the difficulty of securing their regular 
contributions to a fund upon which any of 
them, without fault, may in time be obliged 
to call. There are vague rumors of discon- 
tent in the profession with the manage- 
ment of the fund, but as these are not in 
the slightest degree based on any hint or 
suspicion that any of the money ever 
went or ever will go astray, it is hardly 
worth while to discuss them, particularly 
as the attitude of the actors is easily ex- 
plicable in other ways. They do not like 
to admit that they as a class are less 
provident than other classes—that they 
are more likely to throw away their earn- 
ings, or in any especial danger of finding 
themselves without resources. The exist- 
ence of the fund and its differences from 
erdinary insurance indicate rather strong- 
ly that accusations of this sort would be 
true, and for that reason, perhaps, as 
much as any other, the actors are more 
ready to give largely to a comrade already 
in distress than to provide by small pay- 
ments against the day when they may 
themselves be out of employment or in- 
capable of taking it. Yet the fact remains 
that the Actors’ Fund is an admirable in- 
stitution, and that its lack of more en- 
| thusiastic support from the members of 
the profession is to be regretted.

® least a little from a 
Nothing public appeal which 
to Wear. RANAVALO, some- 
time Queen of Madagascar, has just 
made, that pride must have several un- 
enviable peculiarities. Just how much of 
a Queen this RANAVALO was is a ques- 
tion that might receive various answers, 
but it was deemed judicious by the con- 
querors of the island to describe her as 
a personage of ‘considerable importance, 
keeping something of royal state as the 
ruler of a numerous and reasonably de- 
voted people. Even if there was an. ap- 
preciable element of myth and imagina- 
tion in this picture, it was drawn to en- 
hance the glory of those who defeated 
her in something like war and took pos- 
session of her kingdom, and it certainly 
is not for them to treat her as-a person 
of no importance. Yet from -Algeria, 
where the unfortunate Queen is living in 
enforced and perpetual exile,-for fear of 
commotions her presence might create 
among her late subjects, she is complain- 
ing that the provisions for her support 
are inadequate for the maintenance of ‘a 
very modestly dignified mode of. life. 
Her yearly allowance is 30,000 francs— 
call it $6,000. A good many people live 
on less, but RANAVALO has a niece to 
educate and dress, and she has an old 
aunt and several other absolutely depend- 
ent fellow-exiles with whom she has to 
share her pension. As a result'’she says 
that she has been unable to pay her 
niece's school bills for several terms, and 
cannot herself accept any invitations into 
society because her wardrobe is exhaust- 
ed. These are petty griefs for a Queen, 
but they are for that only the more pa- 
thetic and—France is a large country, 
fairly well provided with money.  Rana- 
VALO asks that her allowance be raised 
to 50,000 francs a year, and that 12,000 
a year be alloted to her niece, at least till 
the girl attains her majority. This doesn't 
seem to be very much for a Queen and 
Princess from whom a huge. island has 
been taken,

THE JURY THAT WAS “ FIXED.” 


” oa Discussed by a Juror a Juror Who. Thinks. He 


Retognizes the Case. - 


ca the Editor of The New York Times: 

Under’ the caption, “Can This Be True?” 
appears in Tue Times of April 11 a letter 
unfolding a fearful.and wonderful tale of 
jury. fixing. 

The jetter goes to show how fact can 
be distorted to serve the ‘arguments. ofa 
préjudiced mind. 

I was a memter of the jury criticised, 
and I.am hence in a, re to stgte the 
true facts, 

First, aceording to this man who signs 
himself “A. S.," the car ‘was going atia 
rapid speed; the consensus of testimony 
was ‘that it was going‘at a rate of six 
miles: per hour. a) 

Second, “no gang was sounded.” Four 
witnesses testified the gong was sounded; 
this testimony was absolutely uncontro- 
verted. ‘ 

Third, “no headlight was on the car. 
This ‘‘ testimony" emanated from ‘the 
lawyer for the plaintiff. One of the plaint- 
iff's. own witnosses testified that, stand- 
ing on the west side of Amsterdam. Ave- 
nue, he both saw and heard the car, ob- 
serving it first when it was about mid- 
way between One Hundred and. Second 
and One Hundred and Third Streets, and 
that the car was lighted. 

The night in question was a rainy one, 
and the witness was carrying an open um- 
brella. It is «vident that he did not look 
for the car, else he must have seen’ it. 
Three witnesses on the spot, one. a>wit- 
ness for the plaintiff, both saw it and 
heard it. The car was manifestly near the 
plaintiff, since it strvck him. 

Let me remind Mr. “A. .8.,” whoever 
he may be, that in all these casés the 
burden of proving. his case rests upon the 
plaintiff, and that, to recover, he- must 
aiso show negligence on the part'of the 
defendant, neither of which in this case 
was done. This particular outbreak is 
arother instance which I have frequently 
met with in my experience with juries, 
that in some men the space supposedly 
set apart lor the seat of their ‘intelli- 
gence is pre-empted by rancor and preju- 
dice, which bursts forth at the mere men- 
tion of a public corporation, and which 
causes them to belleve that any jury, 
vkich, no matter what the testimony in 
the case, can find. for such an octopus 
as, for instance, the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company, must manifestly be 
fixed. 

If Mr. “A. 8." be honest in his plaint, 
I can assure him, for his peace of mind, 
| that there were men on the jury in question 
who could not have been fixed or tought 
for any cause or consideration, and that 
from the first vote a majority of the jury 
favored the defendant. ® 

In your issue of this morning Mr. “ EL 
N. W.” raises the p!tch of Mr. “A. S.’s.”" 
wail an octave or more, stigmatizing the 
jury system as one of “ recking rotten- 
ness,” alliterative, if not convincing. 

While I do .ot hold a brief for any cor- 
poration, knowing that many of their 
methods are open to criticism, still I sub- 
mit that if juries would lay aside when 
they enter the juryroom all prejudice and 
all envy, hatred, and malice which they 
harbor against large vorporations, and 
would concern themselves merely with 
the consideration of the evidence in the 
case, as. they are bound upon their oaths 
to do, that that would do more to further 
the ends of justice than any amount of 
cavilling in the newspapers. These large 
corporations, when they take a case bé- 
fore a jury, are, to speak in the ver- 
nacular, up against a hard game, largely 
because of the fact that most juries are 
“ packed” by fate with men of the calibre 
of the writers of the two letters to which 
I refer.

| Director Hornaday Says He Will Not 
Greatly Grieve If They Re- 
main at Liberty. 


A herd of fallow deer escaped from the 
New York Zoological. Park in the Bronx 
yesterday and furnished agreeable ex- 
citement to a large force of amateur 
hunters who immediately took the trail. 

Director Hornaday thus explained the 
| matter: 

“About two years ago. Commissioner 
| Eustace asked me to take charge of a 
herd of fallow deer which was then at 
Van Cortlandt Park. I said ‘ Yes.’ I've 
been sorry for it ever since, for those fal- 
low deer have given me more trouble 
than all the bears, lions, tigers, pumas, 
and poisonous snakes that ever came to 
the park. They began by using up two 
days, when all my keepers were over at 
Van Cortlandt Park trying to collect 
them. Finally we got them here. 

“It isn’t any use trying to handle fal- 
low deer. ‘They make a business of caus- 
ing trouble. For some time we have been 
trying to get them together to remove 
jthem to the buffalo range from their 
quarters down near West Farms, where 
We are making alterations. We succeeded 
in getting the deer to the range on Tues- 
day night and thought them quite secure 
behind a double fence eight feet high. 

’ Yesterday we found that, in spite of 
the double fence, the herd of thirteen 
had vanished apparently into 
Knowing them to be tricky, we were not 
a bit surprised when rumors began to 
come in that the Bronx was full of deer. 

Director Hornaday summoned every 
keeper he could spare. ‘* Tom" Mulvahill 
and “ Zip" Slusher of the bear colony 
were called away, while the snakes were 
cempelled to part company with George 
Philo, who was ordered to chase an_ equal- 
lly tricky game. ‘These, led by Keepers 
McInroe and Quinn, experts in the ways 
of fallow deer, took the trail, which led 
in the direction of the Bronx River, and 
there scattered in all directions. 

One trail led to three young deer bath- 
ing in the river. They were promptly ar- 
rested and taken back to confinement. 
All trace of the other_ten was lost for 
several hours, until Bicycle Policeman 
May of the Tremont Avenue Station 
sprinted up and-announced that he had 
had an exciting chase after a queer beast 
on Washington,Avenue. It had given him 
the slip. 

A blacksmith named Fitzpatrick, who 
| has a shop on Pelham Parkway, was the 
next to arrive with a clue. He had seen 
an animal ~hat looked a half-breed be- 
tween a dachshund and a spider and 
thought it best to notify the police. The 
police presently arrived, led by Capt. 











Deevey of the Park Station, and system- | 


atic scouring began of the Borough of the 
| Bronx and the wilds adjacent. 

As luck would have. it, wherever they 
went the deer were not, while innumer- 
jable reports were pouring in on Director 
Hornaday from other sections of thrilling 
encounters with animals that varied in 
size from a terrier to a hartebeeste. Most 
of these rumors proved false, although a 
|policeman of the Tremont Station is 
|awarded the «redit of having captured a 
| buck which was,too scared to do anything 
but lie down when he advanced upon it. 

An amusing feature of the hunt was 
the idea many persons seemed to have 
of the size of the fallow deer. When Mr. 
liornaday explained that the animal is 
ino bigger than a sheep except that its 
|legs are longer, small boys went out with 
\lariats, and a special watchman had to 
be placed at the entrance to the znolog- 
ical park to keep out Stray goats and 
their captors. 

Keeper Mulvahill, who is more used to 
| training bears than hunting deer, got the 
tratl ‘of something airy and fairy in the 
woods behind the park, and following 
}it came upon a. young buck browsing in 
}an open glade. He stalked ‘t in approved 
fashion, getting to leeward of the “ crit- 
jter;’’ then he advanced upon it with a 
lump of sugar, applying the most saccha- 
|rine terms of endearment. The buck re- 
|garded him with amazement, thén, in-

are reported to have dampened the ardor | 


and the clothes of the hunters. 

The r emaining five are believed to have 
taken to the recesses of the Westchester 
mountains. 

“It won't break my heart if they stay 
| there,’’ said Director Hornaday last night. 

“If they were lions it would be differ- 
lent, but fallow deer, especially this lot, 
/are more troublesome in captivity than 

out of it. And 1 don't think there would 

be any harm done if Southern New York 
could boast. of some wild fallow deer.’’ 


REV. DR, J. H. SECHLER DEAD. 


Well-Known Minister of the Reformed 


Church Was 54 Years Old.

COL, NICOLAS PIKE DEAD, 


Pike’s Peak Named for His Relative— 
Author and Naturalist. 


| Col. Nicolas Pike, soldier, author, and 
naturalist, descendant of a long line of 
scientific men, and a relative of Capt. 
| Zebulon R. Pike, for whom Pike's: Peak 
| is. named, died in St. Vincent's Hospital 
Tuesday night from paralysis ,with which 
he was stricken Friday morning. 

The Pike family were Puritans, landing 
in New England in 1635. Col. Pike was 
born in Newburyport, Mass., eighty-seven 

ears ago. in early manhood he settled 

n Brooklyn, where he first identified 
mastodon bones and teeth exhumed near 
Jamaica. ‘through Daniel Webster. he 
obtained the appointment as United 
States Consul in the Island of Mauritius 
in: the. Indian Ocean, where he ‘a 
great collection of birds, fishes, b 
and shells. He presented to Cam 
University more than 800 drawings of 
the fish of the Indian Ocean, and received 
letters of thanks from Prof. Agassiz. 
fais work “ Sub-Tropica!l Rambles in the 
Land of the Aphanapteryx,’’.dealt with 
Mauritius. Returning to this country 
his home in Clinton Street, Brooklyn, be- 
came a mecca for. students of natural 
history. 

In the civil war he organized an en- 
gineer regiment and did notable work in 
adaptihg photography to the needs of the 
army.. Among the curiosities he leaves 
is a three-sheet autograph letter from 
Washington to his uncle, Nicholas Pike, 
commending him as the author of the 
first arithmetic published in the United 
States. He also possessed the camp chest 
presented to Dr. David Livingstone by 
Sir Moses. Montefiore. Col. Pike was 
perhaps best known as an authority on 
venomous reptiles. He leaves.a wonder- 
ful collection of birds and spiders, and 
like"Audtibon shot and mounted ‘his own 
ornithological specimens. 

Col. Pike was twice married, but had 
been a widower for many years. He 
leaves two sons, Joseph Trevett Pike and 
Gordon Pike. Funeral services will be 
held at the Stephen Merritt establishment 
in Eighth Avenue, Saturday afternoon at 
2 ‘o'clock, and the interment will be at 
Newburyport.

Unable to Tell Nature of Importation 
from Brazil. 


General Appraiser Eugene G, Hay was

The examiner, who did not know what 
it was, assessed it as ‘‘ seeds not specially 
provided for’ at 80 per cent. he im- 
yorters claim that the importation is ex- 
empt from duty as flower seeds.

Since Last June—$3,000 Bail for 
Smiths Not Given. 


The arraignment of J. Morgan Smith 
and his wife, Julia, the brother-in-law 
and sister of Nan Patterson, who, jointly 
with the former ‘‘ Florodora” girl, have 
been indicted for conspiracy to extort 
money from the late ‘‘ Caesar” Young, 
and who were brought back from Cin- 
cinnati last Tuesday under extradition 
proceedings, took place yesterday morn- 
ing before Judge Foster, in Part I. of the 
General Sessions Court. 

At the request of their counsel, Herbert 
R. Limburger, they were allowed two 
days in which to plead to the charge. 
Judge Foster fixed the bail in the case of 
each prisoner at $3,000, although Assistant 
District Attorney Rand had asked that 
it be made not less than $5,000 in consid- 
eration of the fact that the Smiths had 
so long kept out of the hands of the au- 
thorities of this State. The bail was not 
furnished, and the prisoners were locked 
up in the Tombs, where, for the first time 
since June 3 last year, Nan Patterson 
talked to her sister, Mrs. Smith. 

While the Smith couple was in court, 
front seats from which good views of me 
prisoners could be obtained were occupied 
by Hyman Stern, the pawnbroker, who}

sold the revolver with which Young was | 
killed; John D. Millin, the former racing 
partner of Young, and Joe Hewitt, a 
newsboy, who testified at the trial of Nan 
Patterson that he saw her on the day 
preceding that of the murder being pushed 
into a cab by a man resembling J. Morgan 
Smith in appearance. They were sup- 
posed to be there for the purpose of see- 
ing whether they could identify Smith. 
Mr. Rand refused afterward to say any- 
thing about the outcome of the scheme, 


and the three witnesses had been strictly 
warned not to speak to anybody concern- 
= the matter. 

istrict Attorney Jerome attended the 
arraignment in person, accompanied by 
Assistant District Attorneys Rand and 
Garvan and several other members of his 
staff. Mr. Rand did the talking. Lawyers 
Abraham Levy and Daniel J. O'Reilly, 
eounsel for Nan Patterson, also were 
present, and Mr. Levy obtained permis- 
sion to address the court in behalf of his 
client, who to-day will be arraigned on 
the new charge against her. . 

Mr. Levy asked for permission to move 
that he be granted access to the Grand 
Jury minutes without giving the usual 
two days’ notice to the District Attorney. 
After some talking back and forth, the 
court gave Mr. Levy permission to serve 
such notice one day ahead, the arguments 
to be had to-day. 

The prisoners then were removed to the 
Tombs. In the counsel room of the prison 
Nan Patterson was waiting for them, hav- 
ing obtained permission to meet her sis- 
ter. During the scene that ensued both 
sisters displayed much emotion. Bach 
found great changes in the other. 

‘*How much older you have grown!” 
both exclaimed pathetically at the mo- 
ment of meeting. 2 

The extra privilege granted them was 
extended so as to include permission to 
take luncheon together in the prison yes- 
terday. It was the first time they had 
a meal together since June 8, last year, 
when they lunched at the St. Paul Hotel, 
where Nan Patterson was then living. A 
request made by their father to Warden 
Flynn that they be placed in adjoining 
cells brought from the latter a promise 
that he would do the best the prison rules 
would permit him. 

Smith was practically neglected during 
the meeting between the sisters. After- 
ward he saw a number of reporters and 
told them that he had written a state- 
ment showing his every movement on the 
day when he was sunpenet to have bought 
the pistol, and that this statement was in 
the trunk seized by the District Attorney.

EXPECTS GREAT WAR SOON. 


Speaker at Military Order Banquet 
Thinks Conflict Imminent. 


At the New York Commandery banquet 
at Delmonico’s last night to the general 
officers and delegates attending the 
fourth triennial convention of the Mill- 
tary Order of Foreign Wars, George C. 
Cabell, Jr., of Virginia, declared that a 
war was imminent and was bound to 
come soon. Baron Kaneko of Japan said 
that his country taught its soldiers 
never, to fight with their neighbors, and 
also said that Japan would never de- 


clare war against a foreign power unless 
war was forced upon her. 

Mr. Cabell, after praising President 
Roosevelt, said: 

‘We are going to have a war, and the 
reason that I say so is that about every 
twenty-five years in this country the 
feeling comes, and then we have got to 
have it out. It is coming, and we are 
going to have an international war, for 
some nation wants the Philippine Isl- 
ands, and ‘ Teddy’ is opposed to any na- 
tion but ourselves having possession of 
those islands. We are going to have a 
fight and a big one, and it is coming 
soon.” 

Baron Kaneko spoke to the toast, “‘ The 
Moral Rules of the Japanese Army,’ He 
said, in part: ‘‘Moral rule can never 
fight wars successfully unless you have 
good guns and smokeless powder. Now, 
who pave us the guns, smokeless powder, 
telephones, and other conveniences but 
the United States? ”’ 

After declaring that Japan would not 
seek war, Baron Kaneko added: 

‘We will, however, defend our national 
| honor, and when it comes to that point 
we have an old maxim to go by, ‘ Let the 
enemy's arrow strike your forehead, but 
never your back.’ That, I may say, I 


think has been the reason for our suc-' 


cess in Manchuria.” 

The fourth triennial convention of the 
National Commandery was held yester- 
day in the Governor's Room, City Hall. 

The convention was presigee over by 
the Commander General of the National 
Commandery, Major Gen. Alexander 8,
